No thawing of ore has yet been 
necessary at the local docks, 'per­ 
mitting an easy handling of ore 
from the time it is received 
to 
when it is loaded in 
the 
boats, 
according to Dock Agent L. A. 
McMillan. 
19,997 Tons Above Record. 
With 
the 
weather 
favoring 
shipping 
operations, 
the 
docks 
have already received and loaded 
more ore than in the r e c o r d 
month of November, 1942, when 
542,564 tons were railroaded here. 
Up to last night, the docks had 
received 562,561 tons of ore from 
the ranges this month, McMillan 
said. This is also far in excess 
of 
the 
volume 
for 
November 
1951. 
Last year the first freezing of 
ore came on Nov. 2 
and 
frost 
continued to weld the ore every 
night after that. % 
The steam plant at the local 
or yards has yet to be set in 
operation. Neither steam nor hot 
water - thawing has been called 
for yet with the absence of freez­ 
ing nights. 
Steam-thawing of frozen 
ore 
had to be done every 
day 
from 
Nov. 2 last year. In addition, ten

Merry-Go- Round 


By DREW PEARSON 
WASHINGTON—Here are some of 
the 
views of top American scientists 
behind 
the official announcement of the first ex­ 
plosion of our first hydrogen bomb: 
1. We know now that the H-bomb can 
be made. Prior to this, we simply did not 
know. It was a most uncertain experim ent 
But we also know that before 
long 
the 
Russians are bound to have an H-bomb 
too. 
2. for psychological reasons it was im ­ 
perative that the free world beat the Rus­ 
sians in developing the first H-bomb. If 
the Russians had announced its perfection 
before we did, it might have thrown the 
free world, especially Western Europe, in­ 
to panic. 
3. The H-bornb will have only a limited 
number of 
targets 
when 
used 
by 
us, 
whereas for Russia it would have many 
more targets. In other words, the number 
of Russian industrial cities of any size is 
limited. And to the cold view of the mili- 
lary strategist, there is no use wasting an 
H-bomb on 
a 
medium-sized 
industrial 
city. On the other hand, our great indus­ 
trial cities—Detroit, Pittsburgh, 
Chicago, 
New York, Philadelphia—fully merit the 
use of H-bombs by an enemy. 
4. The scientists still do not know what 
might happen to the world’s atmosphere if 
a large number of hydrogen bombs were 
to be exploded almost simultaneously. If, 
for instance, IOO H-bombs were to be ex­ 
ploded in a short interval, the atmosphere 
of the earth might become 
so 
saturated 
with radioactive material that all life on 
this planet would be destroyed. 
Scientists still do not know how touch 
radioactive m atter 
the 
atmosphere can 
stand, and some fear the final answer may 
come when it is too late. 
REASON FOR RUSH 


Since the United States is such 
an 
at­ 
tractive H-bomb target, the scientists felt 
it was imperative that we know as much 
as possible about the new bomb so we can 
at least partly defend ourselves against it. 
This was the reason 
for 
the rushed-up 
Eniwetok explosion. 
We needed to know, for instance, 
how 
big an airplane was needed to carry the 
new bomb; how much damage it will do; 
what kind of air-raid shelters are neces­ 
sary to protect the 
civilian 
population; 
how fast must an airplane 
travel 
away 
from' an H-bomb explosion after the bomb 
is dropped, to avoid damage; how 
much 
material must be diverted from 
making 
atomic bombs in order to make hydrogen 
bombs. 
All these things made it necessary to 
stage the Eniwetok test, 
as a 
result 
of 
which many of these questions were ans­ 
wered. 
Theoretically there’s no limit to the size 
of an H-bomb. It can be made 50. 
IOO. 
1,000 or 10,000 times as powerful 
as 
an 
A-bomb. Tne chief limit is the necessity 
of making the bomb small enough to be 
carried by plane and not so big as to be 
wasted on medium-sized targets. 
This is why the chief work on the atom 
bomb in recent years has been to reduce its 
size and weight without reducing destruc­ 
tiveness. That same experimentation will 
now take place regarding 
the 
H-bomb. 
From now. on, scientists will concentrate 
on making it smaller and lighter. 
Most important problem the 
scientists 
have to worry about is that the H-bomb 
uses large quantities of precious material 
that also goes into the A-bomb. 
So, 
for 
every H-bomb we make, we 
lessen 
the 
production of A-bombs. 
Note—all these things point up the fact 
that while we have been developing the 
weapons of war, we have fallen lam entab­ 
ly far behind in developing 
the 
instru­ 
ments of peace.

Rigid Control Betters Chance 


Of Diabetic for Motherhood

h.gh as six out of IO. Now, however, with 
rigid diet, restriction of salt, and 
other 
medical and surgical means, the 
outlook 
for the mother has been much improved— 
and for the child as well. 
In one series of patients w'ho were given 
the most expert type of care during preg­ 
nancy, the mortality of the mothers was 
only one in 200, and 84 of IOO children sur­ 
vived. 
In giving these figures, however, it must 
be remembered 
that 
the 
comparatively 
favorable results apply only to those moth­ 
ers who are most cooperative, as w'ell as 
those receiving extremely skilled medical 
attention. 
AU this attention to medical care is im- 
poitant also for victims of diabetes who 
an* not pregnant. Until the discovery of in­ 
sulin about 30 years ago, people with dia­ 
betes almost always died of 
the 
disease 
•ven ially. E w a today people die of dia­ 


betes, but olten this is their own lault be­ 
cause they nave been careless about their 
diet or their insulin. 
Sometimes the condtion can be controll­ 
ed merely bv adjusting tile diet so that the 
body does not have too much 
sugar 
to 
handle. In other ca.>es where the diabetes 
is bud. dieting may not be enough and it 
is necessary to inject some of the secretion 
which w’e call insulin (obtained from ani­ 
mal pancreas) to help use up the excess 
sugar. 
INSULIN’ EFFECTS PROLONGED 


In the early days insulin 
had 
to 
be 
given before each meal in order to keep 
sugar from passing into the urine. More 
recently preparations of insulin have been 
developed which are slow acting and pro­ 
duce effects which last for a long time. In 
many cases of diabetes, therefore, it is now 
possible to give only one or two injections 
a day. 
Every patient with diabetes should 
be 
studied carefully to see how' much sugar 
is being lost through the urine, how' much 
sugar is present in the blood, and how botli 
the blood and urine respond to tests with 
sugar-containing foods. 
After such studies the doctor can 
tell 
just how strict the diet should 
be, 
how 
much iqyulin is needed and when it -hould 
be given. But this if of no value unless the 
patient follow* directions. 


One of the unw ritten human stories of 
the Korean w ar is how America’s top jet 
J ace, Maj. Fred “Boats” Blesse, fought red 
, tape so he could be sent back to Korea to 
fight Russian Mig’s. 
For the better part of a 
year, 
Blesse 
bombarded his friends in 
the 
Pentagon 
with letters, pleading with them to pull 
strings so he could be transferred to Ko­ 
rea. This was after he had already flown 
102 missions in F-80 fighter bombers, and 
had been rotated home in May, 1951. 
What he w'anted to do, however, was fly 
F-86 Sabrejets and get 
into 
the 
battle 
against the Mig’s. But it was against Air 
Force policy for one pilot to 
serve 
two 
tours of duty in Korea. 
It took Blesse until March, 1952, to make 
himself an exception to that rule. He wrote 
dozen of letters, pleaded that he was “not 
getting younger" and wras 
“never 
more 
combat ready in any aircraft.” On Jan. 30 
1952, he wrote: “If it meant any less than 
everything to me, I would never have the 
effrontery to write asking help 
of 
this 
kind." 
He admitted that 
his 
w'ife was 
“no! 
ti a/.v about me going back,” but he beg­ 
ged for the chance. 
After Blesse filially got back to Korea, 
lie w rote to one Pentagon officer who had 
pulled strings for him, Maj. C. H. Law r­ 
ence: "Actually, I have been a little disap­ 
pointed in a way. The Mig’s have not been 
lighting much since I arrived.” 
But Blessed disappointment was short­ 
lived. Within a few months, he had 
shot 
down nine Mig’s and became the leading 
jet ace in Korea. He chased one Mig so far 
over the Yellow Sea that he ran out of 
fuel and was forced to bail out into the 
sea. But he shot down the Mig first.

35 pouuds of potato sausage, 20 pounds 
of headcheese—these Indicated some of 
the quantities. 
Mrs. William Bonifas was chairman of 
the smorgasbord committee, sponsored by 
the Ladies Aid to raise

church building fund. Everything was don­ 
ated except the meat. The Ladies Aid ex­ 
pected to clear about 
$300. Mrs. Arvid

Bremer was right about the hunters. 

When we left 
the long table, often replenished, looked as 
appetizing as ever; the piano still played 
to the accompaniment of laughter and the 
clatter of coffee cups.

WASHINGTON — A reported 
plan to install telephones at the 
top of Mt. Fuji will hardly shock 
the Japanese, who have played 
stunt baseball games at the sacred 
summit, heard a 12,365-foot-high 
band 
concert 
sponsored 
by 
a 
musical instrument 
dealer, 
and 
seen victorious 
American 
G I’s 
raise their flag on the volcano’s 
crest at the close of World War 
II. 
The graceful cone is venerated 
by Buddhists and Shintoists alike, 
says the National Geographic So­ 
ciety. But keen commercial oper­ 
ations go on from top to bottom of 
holy Fuji-san nevertheless. 
Police and Postoffice 
The Japanese government has 
long had telephone lines almost 
to the crest. It runs a top-of-the- 
mouut police station, and a post­ 
office which does a brisk business 
in post cards. 
White-robed pil­ 
grim climbers 
hire 
guides 
and 
horses, are given bills for food 
and lodging in resthouses, and pay 
Fuji’s shrine priests for brands 
on climbing sticks and clothing 
that prove they have made the 
ascent. 
Until the 15th and 16th centur­ 
ies, very few climbed Fuji at all, 
although alpinists call it an easy 
feat. 
Women were barred from 
the mountain until 1868. 
Since religious pilgrimages be­ 
came so widespread, the climbing 
of Fuji has become highly formal­ 
ized.

makes his Chudo—horizontal cir­ 
cuit at about the 8.400-foot level— 
in a clockwise direction.

Slow 
cooking 
in­ 
sures less shrinkage, better 
tex­ 
ture, better flavor and m ore at­ 
tractive meat. 
Many turkey growers, are m ark­ 
eting 
their 
turkeys 
early 
this 
year. W ith the advantage of this 
low price— lower than last year at 
this season—it will 
pay 
home­ 
makers to buy their 
supply 
for 
the holiday season and keep them 
frozen until they are used, says 
Miss Bodwell. Later on w hen the 
supply is reduced prices may in­ 
crease slightly and the choice of 
good quality birds will not be as 
great. Plan to buy early for best 
price and quality.

But today—two inflation 
years later—the average contract price for the first 25 Mariner ships 
is $8,500,000 and the cost per ship will have risen to nearly $10,- 
000.000 before the last one is completed in 1954. So the U. S. will 
get only 35 Mariners instead of the desired 50.

French Take Lead 
To Solve Europe's 
Housing Shortage

PARIS (A*»—’The French govern­ 
ment is being asked to take the 
lead in forming a new interna­ 
tional body to solve Western Eu­ 
rope’s housing shortage. 
A motion presented by a group 
of Radical Socialist deputies in the 
National Assembly \ paints a dark 
picture of the present situation and 
urges immediate international ac­ 
tion as the only way to solve the 
problem. 
An accompanying report, now 
being studied by the Assembly’s 
Reconstruction and War Damage 
Committee, points out that France 
alone needs 
some 
200,000 
new 
dwelling 
units 
very 
year. 
The 
French Economic Council figures 
this would take nearly IO per cent 
of the national revenue. 
Since the liberation of France 
in 1944, however, and up to Dec 
31, 1951, a total of barely 250,000 
dwellings was completed. Another 
220,000 were estimated to be un­ 
der construction, but only between 
I and 2 per cent of the national 
revenue is being spent on new 
housing. 


While construction in most E uro 
pean countries has increased, as 
compared with the years between 
the two world wars, the report . 
points out that the shortage re­ 
mains as great as ever. 
It is up to the governments to 
solve this problem, the deputies 
say, since private enterprise is no 
longer able to cope with it. 
Building costs could be cut, the 
report sugguested, by forming a 
common 
marketing 
organization 
for all the countries concerned. 
This would ensure a better dis­ 
tribution 
of 
available 
materials 
and, by well-placed investments, 
larger and cheaper production of 
them. 
The international housing union, 
the report adds, could be modeled 
on the Schuman Plan high author­
